’ French call their Frontier Places, and ave at this Time 
evenin Number ; viz. Siferog, Entrevanx, Antibes, 
the Ifle of St. Margacrite and St. Honorat, St. Tropez, 
Toulon and Mareslles. 


“§ISTERON is fituate upon the Conflux of the Du- 
rance and Beuch, near the Borders of Dauphiny. It 
was formerly thought a Place of Strengph ; but fuffered 
mnuch in the Civil Wars under Charles LX. when the 
Proteltants arming in Defence of their Lives aud Liber- 
ties, held it ont a long Time againft the Count de Ten- 
de, inthe Year 1652. The -prefent Works are after 
the ancient Manner, except in the Citadel, which hath 
fome modern Baftions, and a very advantageous Sitaa- 
tion ; butis capable of making ule Defence agaiuit an 
Army with Cannon. 

Entrevaux, diftant fourteen Leagues almoft Eaft from 
Sifteron, isa finall FortrefS on the Varo ; bat fo’ high 
in the Mountains as to be no Imp-diment to the Patlage 
of that River from the County of Nizza. The Over- 
flowing of this rapid River having dettroyed the Epiteo- 
pal City of Glandeves, which fiood on the oths Side 
ot it, Entrevaux, which flands on much higher Ground, 
is now the Relidence of the Bithop. It has a Caftle on 
avery adventageous Eminence above the Town. 

The Weitern and Northern Side of Autibes, towards 
the Land «are fort fied with Baftions, Curtains, and 
Ravelins. The Port, which lies to the Eaft, opens be- 
ween a Mole on the South and a Fort on the North. 
The South of the Town is wathed by the Medirerrane- 
an. This is the firft Sea-Port in France towards Italy, 
aud cfteemed a Place of fome Strength. 

Three Leagues from Antibes, and about a League 
from the Coalt, lie the INands of St. Marguerire and St.

Letters from Vienna intimate, that the Emprefs-Queen 
had taken the neceffary Meafures for aflembling and 
maintaining an Army of 45,000 regular Troops in the 
Kingdom of Bohemia and Country of Moravia, during 
the Continuance of the prefent War, that whatever Turn 
Affairs may take, the may not at this critical Conjun- 
Gure be obliged to recal any of her Troops out of Italy 
orthe Low Countries, but truft the Defence of thofe 
Countries to the Army before mentioned, and the Suc- 
cours which the Czarina holds in Readinefs for her Ser- 
vicc, in cafe of any Attacks upon her hereditary Do- 
minions.
